In food classes the girls were divided into fam- 
ily groups with four girls in each family. Each 
group uses one of the five new unit kitchens which 
were added this year. Due to the new units more 
enjoyment was had of learning the preparation and 
serving of food. 

In the sewing classes each girl has added a 


skirt, a blouse. a dress or a suit to her wardrobe. 


To make it much easier for the classes, eleven new 
sewing machines were added to the department. 
Extra projects of the year were the play school 
for very young children, the home nursing unit, 
directed by Mrs. Fred Brockman, and the home 
furnishings group which studied construction, in- 
stallation, and operation of new appliances. Mod- 


ern methods were used in every class. 
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Social Science 


Past and present is studied in social science in 
order to gain a better understanding of the future. 
The student learns about the govenrments and cus- 
toms of other countries as well as the modern-day 
problems. 

“Time” is the main textbook for the Modern 
Problems classes. Through it they keep informed 
on the latest national, international, and foreign 
affairs. Becoming familiar with the daily news 
through magazines, newspapers and commentators 
is a necessity. The political, social, and economic 
problems of the United States in the present day 
world is studied in comparison to the problems of 
other countries to give the student an appreciation 
of his rights and duties as a citizen in a democracy. 

Beginning even before the discovery of Amer- 
ica, American history starts with a summary of the 
events leading up to Columbus’ voyage. The 
problems of colonization, the building of the present 
government, the economic, political, and social 
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growth of the country are included in the course of 
study. By studying the country’s history, the past 
mistakes, the government, its wars and presidents, 
this course hopes to impress upon the student the 
tremendous responsibility he has in living up to his 
heritage of freedom handed down to us by the 
American forefathers. American history is re- 
quired for graduation. 

World history presents a birdseye view of Euro- 
pean history, beginning with the prehistoric man, 
following him down through the years as he 
attempts to achieve cultural progress. It stresses 
the English government as it reflected on the his- 
tory of the United States. The great civilizations 
of the ancient world, those of Greece and Rome are 
studied and compared to ours. Continuing through 
the Dark Ages, the Renaissance, and French and 
English history, this course encourages a respect for 
the ancient world and our comparatively young 
culture. 
































The study of science attempts to give us a better 
understanding of the world around us. Biology 
deals with living things, plants, animals, and espe- 
cially human beings. Chemistry is the study of 
organic and inorganic materials. This includes the

study of gases, acids, bases, elements, compounds, 
carbon compounds, and other more specific studies. 
Physics is the study of every day life in evidence. 
Aviation science does not teach knowledge of fly- 
ing, but the ground work necessary to fly. 
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nglish 


English is the basis of education. The English 
classes are divided according to the student’s needs 
and interests. English A offers a better back- 
ground in basic grammar, while English B extends 
more literature. Literature is also stressed in Eng- 


lish D, with emphasis on books. For college prep 
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students, English E is offered. English C is ex- 
tended to commercial students, and as a terminal 
course. Other English courses are journalism for 
the prospective journalist and dramatics for aspir- 


ing actors. 























Foreign Languages 


’ Puella est pulchra. That’s not Greek, it’s Latin. 
All of the romance languages are direct outgrowths 
of Latin. A clear understanding of this lan- 
guage will aid in mastering the other romance lan- 
guages. It also helps in the study of the form and 
structure of the English language. Latin is not all 
romance though. The first year declensions of 
nouns, conjugation of verbs, sentence structure and 
phrasing, and Latin idioms are studied. It also 
helps in the understanding of some of the longer 
and harder English words. Second year is devoted 
to some of the easier Roman classics. Literal 
translations ‘give the student a cultural and histori- 
cal background of Rome. 


Spanish is taught at B. H. S. with the South 
American pronunciation rather than the pure Cas- 
tilian, because that would be of use to more people 
here. Before Spanish can be written or spoken 
fluently the student must have a thorough knowl- 
edge of English grammar. A foundation is laid in 
vocabulary, grammar, and reading in the first year. 
In second year the student is encouraged to think 
from the Spanish viewpoint by an intensive reading 
of cultural material. Spanish records helped a 
ereat deal to familiarize the student with correct 
pronunciation and the sound of the language. 

To insure world peace, foreign languages are 


becoming a necessity. 
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Mathematics 


Beginning with the study of lines and angles, 
plane geometry introduces the student to the funda- 
mentals of mathematics. Advanced algebra is a 
thorough review of first year algebra, followed by 


more specialized work. Special figures such as 
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prisms and pyramids are given attention in solid 
geometry. The practical side includes the finding 
of total and lateral areas, and volumes of different 
solids. The study of all trigonometric functions of 
angles, solution of right and oblique triangles is 
included in trigonometry. 

















Shops 


MACHINE SHOP 


In machine shop the biggest achievement of the 


year was the snow plow. This project was com- 
pleted by the entire class. 

A fire escape was made for the Y. M. C. A. in 
order to make the building safe. 

Two electric stop signs were provided by this 
class to protect the students and warn drivers at 
crossings. 


WOOD SHOP 


The aim of wood shop is to serve industry and 
the individual. It attempts to develop in each pupil 
a feeling of pride in his ability to do useful things, 
and to develop an active interest in industrial life. 

Mechanical drawing includes blue-print reading, 


sketching, instrument work, and inking.

One of the most important classes in the high 
school course is that of training students in the 
modern farm methods. 

These classes are planned to give practical and 
scientific experience in learning and practicing the 
new method of farming. 
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The biggest project of the year was the F. F. A. 
Safety and Accident Prevention campaign. During 
this campaign the boys showed films at many 
schools in Gage county. They also sponsored a 
rural school poster contest and an accident display 
in store windows.
